REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


We are able to report a very successful year of school 
work, though there have been two changes in our corps of 
teachers. Miss Barnard and Miss Jewett having accepted 
positions elsewhere at the close of the spring term we were 
obliged to engage two new teachers. Both of the teachers 


engaged were voung and inexperienced, each having just — 


been graduated, one from Concord High School, the other 
from Pembroke Academy. Both have proved earnest and 
enthusiastic workers and, consequently, both have proved 
successful. 

We have made one change in textbooks, substituting 
Montgomery’s Series of Histories for the antiquated his- 
tory which had been used so long. 

For supplementary reading we have put into each 
school a few copies of Blaisdell’s ‘‘Stories from English 
History,’’ thinking that some little knowledge of the most 
important facts of English history just as interesting and 
more profitable than the stories so often used as supple- 
mentary reading. We would suggest that some modern 
work on hygiene, one written in language easily under- 
stood by children, be added to our lst of supplementary 


reading; also, some of the recent admirable books on na- 


ture study. 

In the line of repairs the principal items were shingling 
the schoolhouse at Montalona and making the greatly 
needed repairs at Burnham Hill. Owing to the fact that 
we were obliged to put new stoves in three of the school- 


houses, we expended more money than the distriet voted 


a 
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to raise for repairs, and still left much needed work un- 
done. The excess for this year was paid out of the per- 
centage of schoo] money allowed by law for minor repairs, 
but we shall need to raise as much for repairs the coming 
year as we did this year in order to do the work most 
needed. In connection with this subject of repairs we 
would add that the board felt that a vote of thanks was 
due Otis Greer for his labor at the Burnham Hill school- 
house, which was given gratuitously for the sake of hav- 
ing the buildings put in proper sanitary condition, and 
such a vote was passed at the board meeting in September. 
We would once more urge that every child in our 
schools have his own individual drinking cup, and that 
teachers give the needed instruction as to keeping them 
in proper condition for use. Another advance in sanita- 
tion would be to provide the modern dustless brushes for 
use in sweeping all schoolrooms. It is worth much more 
to prevent disease, and teach children how to prevent it, 
than to know how to cure it. | 
In the matter of transportation the board has made a 


saving of four and a half dollars per week all the year 
by sending two children from the northeast end of the 


town to Bow, paying a tuition of fifty cents a week, in- 
stead of carrying them the long distance necessary to 
reach a school in town. During the last term a like sav- 
ing has been made in the Montalona division by sending 
two boys to Bow, two other children that we felt obliged 
to carry while they were small having reached an age 
when it no longer seemed necessary.
